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The four documents in this book deal with .ques- 
tions of vital impo.tance to revolutionary socialists. 
Written for the world Trotskyist movement, they anal- 
yze the three sectors of the world revolution and their 
interaction—the proletarian revolution in the ad- 
vanced capitalist countries, the colonial revolution 
in the "third world," and the political revolution in 
the Soviet Union and other workers' states, 

Against this background, recent developments, 
such as the détente, the war in Vietnam, growing 
working-class militancy, the struggles of women, stu- 
dents, and oppressed nationalities are assessed. 

Finally, the documents discuss the incapacity of 
the Stalinists and Social Democrats to provide rev- 
olutionary leadership and assess the progress being 
made by the Fourth International in the necessary 
work of building revolutionary parties.
